It  has  the  signature  of  the  artist, 
Agop  Agopoff,  on  the  truncation  of  the  bust;  directly  below  is  the  copy- 
right mark  separating  the  date:  19  ©64.  The  reverse  of  the  medal  is 
blank.  The  medals  were  ordered  for  the  Town  of  Barnstable,  Mass, 
(through  an  agency,  Donald  Durell  & Associates  of  nearby  Falmouth).
